] find upon the Liſt of Saints, the moſt re- 
nowned Kings, and victorious Generals; the 
ableſt Politicians, and the greateſt Philoſophers : 
Men, that have bid the Sun ſtand ſtill, and pro- 
long the departing Day; have laid an Embargo 
upon Darknels, and protracted the Shades of Night; 
have commanded the Ground to cleave aſunder, 
and tranſmit their preſumptuous Foes to a ſtrange 
and inevitable Deltruction ; have divided the im- 
petuous Waves, and Jed their Followers to Safety 
and to Conqueſt, through the Depths of the Sea. 
Men, who have-walked in the burning fiery Fur- 
nace, as under the Shelter of an embowering Ar- 
bour; and fat in the Lion's Len, amidſt a Herd 
of hungry Monſters, with as much Serenity, and 
as much Security, as amidſt a Circle of Boſom 
Friends.

CHRIST, My excellent Friend Camillus, at 
whoſe Rouſe I now rclide, is one of the Number, 
cannot refrain from giving a Pourtrait of Ca- 
mullus ; or rather, of a tc of his moſt diſtinguiſh— 
ing Features: For, to paint Him in full Propor- 
tion, 
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tlon, as He daily appears, in all the mild, the be- 
nign Majeſty of domeſtic Authority—parental Go- 
vernment—and Chriſtian Zeal—To do this, would 
require a much abler Hand than mine, 


Camillus not long ago entertained in his Houſe 

a young Clergyman, who was always treated with 
a Reſpect, ſuitable to the Dignity of his Office, 
and the Piety of his Behaviour. Having lately pre- 
ſented the worthy Eccleſiaſtic to a Living, and 
always requiring Reſidence on the Benefice, He is 
now deſtitute of a Chaplain, Remembering, how- 
ever, that all Chriſtians are ſpiritual Prieſts; he 
thinks it no Diſhonour, to have an immediate 
and perſonal Audience with the King of Heaven; 
nor acting at all out of Character, to repreſent the 
Wants of his Houſhold, with his own Mouth, at 
the Throne of Grace. 
Before Supper is introduced, the Even In- 
cenſe aſcends. This, rather than a later Hour is 
pitched upon, that the little Congregation may 
join in the ſacred Service, with a lively Devo- 
tion, After a plentiful Meal, when the Limbs are 
weary, People, even though kneeling, and in the 
Preſence of God, are more inclined to nod than 
to pour out their Souls; are very, very apt to mi- 
ftake the Cuſhion for a Pillow.— No Servant is 
allowed to be abſent; one only excepted, whole 
Preſence in the Kitchen is abſolutely neceſlary. 
Acquainted with their Maſter's Reſolution, they are 
careful, ſo to manage their Affairs, and diſpatch 
their Buſineſs; that no avoidable Obitacle may 
| intervene, 
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intervene, to detain them from the ſtated Wor- 
ſhip. 

When all are aſſembled, without either tumul- 
tuous Diſorder in their Approach, or a ſlovenly 
Negligence in their Apparel, a Chapter is read. 
Camillus makes the Choice, He imagines, it is 
not ſo uſeful for his Family, whoſe Memories are 
weak, and their Capacities ſcanty, to read the 
Leſſon for the Day. He has, therefore, ſelected 
ſome of the moſt inſtructive and animating Por- 
tions of Scripture ; and judges it adviſeable to pe- 
ruſe theſe again and again, rather than to go re- 
gularly through the whole inſpired Writings.— 
The Servants take it by Turns to read; which 
improves them in the Practice, and keeps them 
awake. If any of them diſcovers a Diſpoſition 
to ſleep, to him the Office is ſure to be al- 
ſigned. 

When the Chapter is finiſhed, Camillus ſingles 
out ſome one Verſe, of very weighty and edi- 
fying Import; which, for the Space of five or fix 
Minutes, he explains, applies, and affectionately 
urges upon their Conſciences.— This done, with 
great Seriouſneſs, and profound Reverence, he of- 
fers up Evening Prayers. His Prayers conſiſt of 
ſhort Sentences, and the Whole is performed in 
a little Time, Every Part is pronounced with 
that deliberate Slowneſs, and folemn Accent, 
which command Attention, and create Awe. He 
makes a very peiceivable Pauſe, at the Cloſe of 
each Petition; that every one may have Leiſure to 
add, in Silence, a hearty Amen; and to recollect 
the 
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the Merits of that bleſſed Redeemer, which render 
every Thankſgiving acceptable, and every Supplica- 
tion ſucceſsful]. 

In the Morning, before Breakfaſt, the Worſhip of 
the living God is renewed. At this Juncture, Camillus 
omits the Chapter; but requires one of his Dome- 
ſtics to repeat the Verſe, on which He enlarged 
the preceding Night. None knows, which ſhall 
be called to this Taſk ; therefore, every One is 
obliged to be properly prepared. He throws the 
Subſtance of his Exhortation, into a few ſearching 
and intereſting Queſtions ; which He addreſſes to 
one of his Children or Servants: for, in this Re- 
ſpect, no Difference is made. All are equally en- 
joined to remember: All ate equally accountable 
for what they hear. — Sometimes, He encourages 
thoſe, whoſe Anſwers ſhew, that they have given 
diligent Heed to his Inſtructions. Sometimes, He 
puts on an Air of Severity, mixed with Tender- 
neſs, and reproves the notorioully negligent. Al- 
ways, He re-inculcates the principal Points ; charg- 
ing them to retain the Doct:ines in their Memory, 
and revolve them in their Thoughts, while they 
are purſuing their reſpective Buſineſs, —Theſe Doc- 
trines are the Sced of Faith; the Root of Godli- 
nets. Unleſs THESE be lodged in the Mind, and 
operate on the Heart, He never expects to have 
his Domeſtics commence true Believers, or real 
Chriſtians, No more than the Huſbandman can 
reaſonably expect a Crop in Harveſt, without ſow- 
ing his Field; or the Floriſt promiſe himſelf a Blow 
of Tulips, without planting his Parterre, 


B I have 
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T have given a Glimpſe of Camillus, at the Head 
of his Family; let me now ſhew my Favourite in 
another Attitude. — Camillus is convinced, that no 
Truſt is of ſuperior, or of equal Importance, to 
the tuitionary Cultivation * of an immortal Soul. 
As Providence has bleſſed Him with two fine 
Daughters, their preſent and future Happineſs, is 
the reigning Object of his Care, He has no In- 
tereſt ſo much at Heart, as to give them a truly 
refined Education; ſuch as may render them an 
Ornament and a Blefling to Society, while they 
paſs the Time of their Sojourning here below ; 
and may train them up for a State of everlaſting 
Bliſs, when the World and its tranſitory Scenes 
ſhall be no more. 

Camillus never could perſuade Himſelf to admire 
the Maxims of Prudence, ſaid to be gathered from 
the extravagant Rant of our Tragedies; and leſs 
is his Eſteem for thoſe modeſt Diſpoſitions, which 
People pretend to imbibe from the luſcious Gal- 
lantries of Comedy. For which Reaſon, He has 
no impatient Defjre, to ſecure for Miſs Mitiſſa and 
Miſs Serena, a Place in the Front-Box.—However, 
as we are apt immoderately to covet, what is ab- 
ſolutely forbidden, He has Himſelf attended them, 
once

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once or twice, to the theatrical Entertainments, 
and publick Diverſions: Thinking it much the 
fafeſt Method, that their Curioſity ſhould be gra- 
tified under his own Inſpection: and hoping to 
make them ſenſible, how much They endanger 
their Virtue, who too often frequent them; how 
ſhamefully they debaſe their Affections, who are 
paſſionately fond of them; and what mere Phan- 
toms they follow, who ſeek for Satisfaction in ſuch 
deluſory Delights. 

They learn to dance, in order to acquire a gen- 
teel Air, and a graceful Demeanor; not to ſhine at 
a Ball, or win the worthleſs Admiration of Fops.— 
He is content to have them unacquainted with 
the wild and romantic Fables of Heathen Poetry, 
Nor is under any painful Apprehenſions, of damp- 
ing the Sprightlineſs of their Temper, though they 
have no Taſte for the chimerical Adventures of 
our Romances, and are Strangers to the looſe In- 
trigues of our Novels. Being fully perſuaded, that 
there is as much ſound Senſe, as Smartneſs of 
Thought, in that celebrated Saying, 


Retire, and read your BIBLE, to be gay, 
There Truths abound of ſovereign Aid to Peace ! * 


He has introduced them to the Knowledge of Hi- 
ſtory, and its inſtructive Facts. They have a to- 
lerable Idea of the four univerſal Monarchies; ſo 
eminent for their great Events, and ſo circumſtan-

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tially foretold in Scripture. They have been led 
through the moſt remarkable Tranſaions of our 
own Country, and are preity well acquainted with 
the preſent State of Europe. They have, all a- 
long, been taught to obſerve the wonderful Revo- 
lutions of Empires, and the adorable Procedure of 
Providence: that they may diſcern how the Faſhicr 
of this World paſſeth away *; and how happy are 
the People, how happy the Perſons, who have the 
LORD fer their GOD. They have bern taught 
to obſerve the honourable Succeſs, that has uſually 
attended the Practice of Integrity, guided by Pru- 
dence; together with the Scandal and Ruin, which 
have always purſued Folly in her ſenſeleſs Ram- 
bles, and dogged Vice to her horrid Haunts. That 
they may ſee the Rocks, on which ſome have ſplit, 
and avoid the deſtructive Track: ſer the Road, 
which has conducted others to the Haven of Hap- 
pineſs, and ſteer the ſame auſpicious Courſe. 

They have been initiated in Geography, and un- 
derſtand the ſeveral Diviſions of the Globe; the 
Extent of its principal Kingdoms ; and the Man-

They will tell 
you the peculiar Commodities, which each Cli- 
mates produces: whence comes the Tea, that fur- 
niſhes their Breakfaſt ; and whence the Sugar, that 
renders it palatable: what Mountains ſupply them 
with Wines, and what Iſlands ſend them their 
Spices : in what Groves, the Silk- Worms ſpin the 
Materials for their Cloaths; and what Mines “ ſup- 1 
ply them with the Diamonds that ſparkle in their 
Ear-Rings.—A Screen covered with a Set of co- 
loured Maps, and a Cuſtom of rcferting from the 
public Papers to thoſe beautiful Draughts, has ren- 
dered the Acquiſition of this Knowledge, a Diver-' 
ſion rather than a Taſk; has enticed them into a 
valuable Branch of See, under the inviting Diſ- 
guiſe of Amuſement.— This ſerves to enlarge their 
Apprehenſions of Things; gives them magnificent 
Thoughts of the great Creator; and may help to 
ſuppreſs that ſilly Self-Admiration, which prompts 
ſo many pretty Idols, to fancy Themſelves the only 
conſiderable Creatures under Heaven.

c well as her Ladyſhip.“

careful to cultivate a Spirit of diſcreet Beneficence, — | 
A few Days ago, when my Friend and his Lady were Al 


abroad, Miſs Mitiſſa was informed of a poor Woman 
in the Pariſh, juſt brought to Bed, after a long and 
hard Labour; who, being unhappily married to a 
Sot of a Fellow, was, at a Time when the choiceſt 
Comforts are ſcarcely ſufficient, deſtitute of the 
meaneſt Conveniencies. Upon hearing the calami- 
tous Caſe, ſhe immediately diſpatched a Servant, 
with a Crown from her weekly Stock. Part, to 
buy for the afflicted Creature ſome preſent Accom- 
modations ; and Part, to defray the Expences, at 
ſuch a Juncture, unavoidable : But gave a ſtrict 
Charge, that the Whole ſhould be employed for 
the Relief of the diſtreſſed- Mother, and her help- | 
leſs Infant; none of it fingered or enjoyed by the 
worthleſs Drone, her Huſband. When Camillus i 
returned, He was ſo pleaſed with this ſeaſonable 
and well-judged Charity; that, beſides his Com- 


mendation and Careſſes, He farther rewarded our 


conſiderate Matron-like BenefaQtreſs, by making 
her a Prefent of Clariſſa *. For, He always con- 
trives to make, what tends to their Improvement,

an Opera. A Field covered with Corn, or a 
Meadow beſprinkled with Daiſies; a Marſh 
If planted with Oſiers, or a Mountain ſhaded with 
Oaks; will yield a far more agreeable Pro- 
/ ſpe, than the moſt pompous Scenes that deco- 
rate the Stage. Should Clouds over-cafſt the Hea- 
vens, or Winter diſrobe the Flowers; an Inquiry 
into the Cauſes{of theſe grand Viciſſitudes, will more 
chan compenſate the tranſitory Loſs. A Diſcovery 

of the divine Wiſdom and divine Goodneſs, in 

theſe ſeemingly diſaſtrous Changes, will impart 
Gaiety to the moſt gloomy Sky, and make the 
moſt unornamented Seaſons ſmile.
